Keeping  the  roads  clear 


The  Missouri  and  Kansas  state  legislatures  are  currently 
considering  bills  that  would  impose  much  stiffer  penalties 
on  those  convicted  of  driving  while  intoxicated  than  the 
laws  that  are  currently  on  the  books. 

Bills  in  Missouri  and  Kansas  have  components  that 
include  mandatory  prison  stays  that  range  from  48  hours  on 
the  first  offense  to  several  years  and  longer  for  repeated 
offenders.  Also  included  is  the  revocation  of  driver's 
licenses  for  various  time  periods. 

One  can  only  applaud  these  efforts  and  hope  that  they  will 
be  followed  through.  It  will  do  no  good  to  turn  these  bills 
into  law  if  they  are  not  enforced  in  the  courts. 

For  too  long  we  have  all  heard  the  horror  stories  of  drunk 
drivers  and  the  trail  of  destruction  they  leave  in  their  paths. 
Nearly  half  the  traffic  deaths  in  the  nation  are  caused  by 
them  as  are  two  thirds  of  highway  accidents  according  to 
the  National  Highway  Safety  Council  figures. 

The  results  are  all  too  predictable  with  families  losing 
their  members  and  probation  officers  gaining  new  clients.  If 
we  can  keep  the  drunk  driver  off  the  road,  families  should  be 
around  longer,  a few  less  wheelchairs  should  be  needed, 
and  maybe  there  will  be  some  probation  officers  with  a few 
less  cases. 

It’s  worth  working  for.

What  area  of  the  campus 
does  everyone  use  during 
their  years  at  college?  The 
library,  of  course  Avila's 
modern  library  opened  on 
January  12,  1978  after  being 
housed  in  the  lower  level  of 
Blasco  Hall. 

Like  other  buildings  on 
campus,  the  library  was 
named  after  two  benefactors: 
Anne  Sarachon  Hooley  and 
Judge  Henry  Bundschu 

Would  you  like  to  study 
with  a group  of  friends  in  a 
quiet  place  or  type  a term 
paper?  The  library  provides 
two  soundproof  group- 
study  rooms  and  two  typing 
rooms  for  students  to  use  A 
typewriter  will  be  available  in 
one  of  the  typing  rooms  this 
semester. 

Another  feature  of  the 
library  is  the  Audio-Visual 
Room  which  contains 
materials  like  videocassettes, 
filmstrips,  and  slides  which 
may  be  used  by  all  students. 

The  library  recently 
received  a Helene  Fuld 
Nursing  Grant  which  gave 
the  Audio-Visual  Room 
$8,000  in  new  equipment 
and  carrols. 


A new  feature  for  the 
library  is  a file  donated  by 
Charles  S.  Stevenson,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of 
Counselors,  which  gives  a 
wealth  of  knowledge  on 
Kansas  City  mayors  and 
Kansas  City  history.  The  file 
also  contains  newspaper 
articles  and  pamphlets 
written  by  Mr.  Stevenson. 
This  collection  is  housed  by 
the  A-V  Room 

The  main  attraction  of  any 
library  is  the  books.  Students 
may  check  out  books  for  14 
days,  while  special  materials 
may  be  loaned  for  overnight 
or  7-day  use. 

A fine  of  five  cents  per  day 
is  levied  for  each  overdue 
book,  with  records  and 
reserve  materials  having 
higher  fines  because  they 
are  more  in  demand. 

Students  may  renew 
books  for  as  long  a time  as 
they  wish  unless  there  is  a 
request  for  their  book. 

The  library  is  open 
Monday-Thursday  from  8 
a m. -10:30  p m , Friday  from 
8:00-4:30,  Saturday  from

Avalanche  rolls  the  Rock  60-58 

Plays  Evangel  tomorrow  night

A new  and  illustrious 
chapter  was  added  to  the 
Avila  basketball  history 
book  when  the  Avalanche 
downed  the  Rockhurst 
Hawks  60-58  at  Rockhurst. 

It  was  Avila's  2nd  win  in  a 
row  against  a top  rated  team. 
Earlier  in  the  week  Avila  upset 
Drury  which  shared  the  NAIA 
District  16  No.  1 rating  with 
Rockhurst. 

All-American  candidate 
Mark  Hatchett  authored  the 
victory  over  Rockhurst 
along  with  the  mad  bombers 
at  guard,  Jim  Donnelly, 
Darrek  Porter,  and  Bob 
Harbin.  Hatchett  finished 
with  21  points  and  12 
rebounds  while  Donnelly, 
Porter,  and  Harbin  combined 
for  26  points. 


The  game  played  before  a 
capacity  crowd  saw  the  lead 
change  hands  four  times  in 
the  first  half  until  Avila's 
Baxter  Jones  hit  a baseline 
jumper  to  give  his  team  an 
18-17  advantage  with  6:23 
remaining.  From  that  point 
on  Avila  held  the  lead 

Taking  advantage  of  Hawk 
turnovers  the  Avalanche 
pulled  in  front  42-30  midway 
through  the  second  half. 
Rockhurst  came  back  in  the 
final  minutes  outscoring 
Avila  11-4.  It  was  too  little, 
too  late  as  Hatchett  and 
Harbin  each  sank  a pair  of 
free  throws  for  Avila's  fourth 
win  in  a row. 

Avila  sank  7 of  8 free 
throws  in  the  final  two 
minutes  to  upset  No.  1 rated 
Drury  65-62.  The  victory 


moves  the  Avalanche  into  a 
strong  contenders  role  for 
the  district  16championship. 

Ralph  Burton,  Jim  Donnelly 
and  Fred  Haney  played 
starring  roles  off  the  bench 
for  Avila  by  scoring  19  of 
Avila's  33  points  in  the 
second  half,  including  the 
last  seven  free  throws. 

Drury  pulled  out  to  a 42-36 
lead  right  after  the  half. 
Darrek  Porter  took  care  of 
that  by  stealing  two  Drury 
passes  and  feeding  them  to 
his  teammates  for  lay-ins. 
Ralph  Burton  tied  the  game 
at  42-42  with  a long  jump 
shot.  Burton  then  hit  another 
jump  shot  from  the  corner  to 
give  his  team  the  lead  at  the 
14:20  mark.  After  that  Avila 
never  trailed  in  the  game. 

Mark  Hatchett  was  the  big 
gun  for  the  Avalanche  in  the 
first  half  hitting  6 of  1 1 shots 
for  12  points  and  8 rebounds. 
Hatchett  finished  the  game 
with  18  points  and  12 
rebounds  Fred  Haney 
finished  with  11  points, 
hitting  5 of  8 shots  from  the 
floor. 

As  a team,  Avila  hit  26  of  65 
field  goals.  At  the  free  throw 
line  they  were  nearly  perfect, 
making  13  of  15. 

Avila  came  into  the  game 
with  back  to  back  wins 
against  Mid-America  and 
Evangel. 

The  Avalanche  downed 
Mid-America  75-59  Avila 
trailed  at  the  half  33-32.  That 
was  the  last  time  they  were  to 
trail  in  the  game  as  they 
scored  12  straight  points  to 
take  control  of  the  game 
Mark  Hatchett  scored  20 
points  while  pulling  down  12 
rebounds. 

Evangel  fell  to  Avila  73-66. 
Baxter  Jones  and  Hatchett 
put  Avila  in  front  early  by 
scoring  17  of  their  team's  first 
21  points  to  take  a 21-10  lead. 
Jones  finished  the  night  with 
23  points  and  12  rebounds.
